This year Greater Cincinnati-Dayton Regional Red Cross 
helped more people affected by home fires than all other 
disasters combined. Local volunteers responded at all hours 
of the day with food, blankets and comfort to help more 
2,923 people with nowhere else to turn after home fires from 
Jan. 1 to Dec. 1, 2014. 

The Red Cross also provided financial support to 890 
households after home fires to help replace lost belongings 
and begin the long road to recovery. Nationally, the Red 
Cross responds to a disaster in the community every 8 
minutes and the vast majority of these are home fires. 

The American Red Cross is a disaster-oriented volunteer- 
led organization. By the efforts of dedicated and trained 
volunteers we are able to help alleviate human suffering. 
This weekend's training will be focused on informing 
volunteers about the American Red Cross Disaster Cycle 
Services Program, our history and the how we help those 
in our communities. Courses such as: Orientation, Disaster 
Services: An Overview, and Disaster Action Team Job 
Induction help form the basis of what we do.
